| The last has been a more cheering week, and as the 
weather has become decidedly favourable for the crops, 
all apprehensions of a yery deficient harvest have been, 
to a considerable extent, relieved. An influence, of 
course, bas been exercised on the Money market, and a 
few days’ sunshine bave wonderfully altered the tone of 
the money dealers, who are more anxious to accommo- 


date than they were. Indeed, moneyis very abundant, 
and at easy rates, having falien fully a quarter per cent. 
in value; and although the Bank is still, according to 
the bank return, meeting with a fair demand, there has 
been, nevertheless, especially within the last few days, a 


falling off in the requirements for a commodation, 
owing, ne doubt, to the greater disposition on the part 
of the discount and other houses to grant it. 


The bank return, too, is favourable as showing this 
week a further increase in the bullion to the extent of 
£255,694, and which is principally due to the continued 
large arrivals trom New York; also an increase of 
£295,813 in the “rest.” The “ circulation,” however. 
has increased by £274,043, and the “ other securities” 
by £105,208; while there has been a small decrease in 
the reserve“ of 432.600. 


The change in the weather and the state of money /- 
have, of c urse, given an impetus to funds, which were 
more in demand at better prices. The dealings, too

To-day London prices remained nearly at yesterday’s 
figures, and the continued steadiness gave great firm- 
ness to our market ; Consols standing at the previous 
price, but New Threes, our largest security, advancing 
three shillings and ninepence for cash, and one-eighth 
for account delivery. The business done was above 
the average, many of the transactions being operations 
connected with the impending account settlement. 

The only negociation in Joint Stock Bank Shares 
was that in Royals, which produced yesterday’s price, 
and continued to be offered at that rate i Hibernians 
and Nationals were on sale. 

In Steam, Atlantice changed hands at last price, and 
closed with sellers, and a further redaction of one-half 
per cent, was marked in the City of Dublin Shares 
which appeared rather heavy.

It is 
curious to observe that a series of experiments, 
designed to discover a method of testing the strongest 
spirit, and even absolute alchohol, was defeated by 
the mildness of the winters of 1857 and 1858. The

Cardinal Raff, and such 
agents as the brigand Fra Diavolo, kept the flame of 
loyalty alive, but ina manner which is still remembered 
in the traditions of the ntry. For about five years 
there was a lull. The Bourbons were kept in check by 
the diplomatists of Vienna, but in 1820 the change came,
